Of 
this amount probably *50,000,000 Is ac- 
counted for by the enlargement of the 
working forces which was required 
by the natural growth of the busi- 
ness of the country: the balance, 
however, represents the Increase of 
pay secured by the conductors and 
trainmen through concerted actloo. 
That the working men of the country 
are gelling a progressively greater 
•hare of the profits which they help 
their employers to earn can not be de- 
nied In the face of thla *50,000,000 
knockdown argument. 

The South Is getting there at last 

During July It led the country In the 
number of banks organized and In the 
Increase In capital, with the organiza- 
tion of 12 new banks, of which six were 
of the smaller class and six of the larg- 
er, with combined capital of 11,337,500. 
The great Increase In national banks 
In the Southern States was notable for 
the number of large banks organized 
and the amount of their capital.
